CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Firstly,  Choose  a sunny  position — the  more  sun  the 
better. 

Secondly,  Give  them  good  drainage — raise  beds  a 
little  above  ground. 

Thirdly,  Give  them  a judicious  dressing  of  lime.  If 
soil  needs  enriching  a tablespoon  of  bonemeal,  thor- 
oughly mixed  with  the  soil  is  sufficient  per  plant. 
Never  use  fresh  manure  as  it' induces  root  rot. 

Fourthly,  Plant  only  deep  enough  to  allow  soil  to 
cover  rhizome  and  any  time  after  blooming  until  the 
ground  freezes.  Space  single  varieties  twelve  inches 
apart,  mixed  varieties  eighteen  inches  apart.
